The m en worked on

vault 
Lorn 7:30 last night until 3:30 this 
rn li ning, holding the night w atch­ 
man captive and turning in his box 
calls every half hour as was his 
custom. 
T hen they 
fieri, 
leaving 
him bound and gagged to a bed in 
the flat from which they had broken 
through Hie bank wall. 
Their 
attem pt 
was 
discovered 
shortly after, when detectives in ­ 
vestigated failure of the w atchm an 
to tu rn in additional calls. 
Rent Adjoining Flat 
Seven men rented a second floor 
flat in an adjoining building M arch 
20 T hen they spent a m onth slowly 
boring th eir way through the two j 
brick walls between them and the 
banking room next door. 
They finished last night. 
T h e ir; 
shaft brought them 12 feet fra u the j 
banking floor, and they descended 
with a ladder. 
All seven were in 
the bank when F lank Plancke, 40. 
the w atchm an appeared on his cus­ 
tom ary rounds. 
One 
covered

"Don t yell or we’ll let you have it." 
he said.
